Ford, chairman, 
suggested that the case be 
put back on the agenda.

Judge Says Court Not Justified Currently

c o u r t 
yesterday morning, Judge 
Ryan urged them to per­ 
suade Hendricks to drop his 
efforts for the time being, “ if 
you feel the way I do.” 
The 
main point of con­ 
tention 
betw een 
Ju d g e 
Ryan and Rep 
Hendricks 
seems to be whether or not 
R yan’s 199th District Court 
is overloaded at this time. 
R yan 
as su re d 
c o m ­ 
missioners he could handle 
all the cases which come 
before 
his 
court, 
while 
H endricks 
told 
co m ­ 
missioners the misdemeanor 
backlog in R yan’s court is 
staggering. 
“ In my opinion, it is not 
justified for the taxpayers of 
the county to spend $100,000 
to $150,000 during the next 
two 
to 
tw o-and-one-half 
years for a court we just 
don’t need at this tim e,” 
Ryan stated.

“ I ask you to investigate 
the situation and look at the 
last misdemeanor docket. I 
know from personal e x ­ 
perience how' long it takes to 
get a trial conducted,’

Judge Ryan sought to have 
the commissioners wait until 
the new courthouse is con- 
structed-estim ated to be in 
the latter part of 1977 before 
opening up a County Court at 
Law'.

meeting in that one cour­ 
troom already and I don’t 
know 
where 
we’d 
put 
a 
third,” he reasoned. 
He went on to say that the 
architectural firm of Jarvis, 
Putty, Jarvis agreed with 
him in that it would be un­ 
wise to extensively renovate 
the old courthouse until the 
new co u rth o u se is c o m ­ 
pleted, thereby forestalling 
any im m ediate opportunity 
to create a “ hom e” for the 
proposed new court. 


“ If you try to renovate the 
old courthouse at this time, it 
will shut the court down for 
six months and there’s no 
way we can operate under 
those circum stances,” Ryan 
pointed out.

Limited 
Oil Future Unstable 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The 
United States may prolong, 
but not stop, the depletion of 
its oil resources through oil 
shale 
and 
oil 
sands 
development, according to 
the director of the Argonne 
National Laboratory. 
Robert G. Sachs said the 
future of world oil supply 
depends on "the politics, the 
price and the limits of world 
supply ” 
The 
United 
States 
can 
extend its own oil resources 
by developing oil shale and 
oil sands However, U. S oil 
resources are limited. 


"We must anticipate an 
ev entual end to directly 
a v a i l a b l e , 
r e a s o n a b ly 
economical liquid fossil fuels 
and that end may be only a 
few decades ahead," he said.
